The Cossnittee was informed that our action to terminate support to the Committee wae 
not taken until it was first ascertained that- the FED planned to resume limited activity 
in the Albanian field, including the organization of a small Albanian Committee and 
publication of an Albanian language newspaper. It was recommended that the NCFA 
and Albanians in exile look to the Free Europe Committee in the future inasmuch as 
that private organization will continue its leading role in helping exiles in their 
struggle against Communism. 

The Committee was instructed to relay all problems related to the termination of 
relations of the existing arrangement to Mr. Hasan Dost! for transmittal to the ’'backers 1 
for consideration. 



Prior to leaving the Executive Committee,' (spoke to each member and 

extended, on behalf of the "backers”, warm appreciation for the cooperation rendered 
daring the past years by the leaders and adherents of the NCFA.
